Work Has Been Secretly Completed 
at Vicker’s Shipyard—tTrials 
Satisfactory 
Londdn.--The work that “has been 

ng on in Vickeéra’ shipyard under 
the strictest precautions of secrecy 
and:on that account has been arous- 
ing curiosity. of naval experts of all 
na 8, turns out to be the construc- 
tion of England’s first aerial Dread- 
nought. 

It was announced recently that the 
new vessel will be officially known as 
Naval Airship No. 1. Ce) - 
ous oraft is a gigantic dirigible, 611 
feet long and 50 fect in diameter, , 

The framework is of buralumin ‘al- 
loy, as hard as steél and about one- 
half as ieavy. e framework is cov- 
ered by specially hardened silk which 
is: bullet ‘proof, and has peculiar 
sheets. which causes is to merge with 
the color ofthe sky and clouds, be- 
coming, almost invisible in the air. 

Hy en is carried in airtight com- 
partments so arranged so that a shot 
penetrating one of them would not de- 
flate the envelope.

Extravagances and the baby 
crop. 


A Yale professor has recently 
figured out that last year's baby 
crop in the Uniten Ttates was 
worth $6,960,000,000, or $2,900 
each. This figure pepresents the 
probable earnings of the baby dur- 
iug its lifetime, less the cost of its 


keep. The value of the child to 


society increases as he grows older 
reaching a maximum at about the 
the age of twenty-five, when the 


value of a human life is not far 


from $6,000. 
As the worth of human life 
measured by latent produotivity, 


can be expressed in terms of dol- 
lars, so the value of dollars meas- 
ured by the exoessive death rate 
of the poor, can be expressed in 


= of lives. 
{ (heatinval number of deaths 


for each thousand éhildren under 
age of five is, for New York fam- 
ilies with an income of $250 per 


ye&r; two hundred and thirty-six. 


For families with an inoome of 


$1,200 it is about sixty. 


From such figures the life equi- 
valent to-money oan be calculated’ 


as acurately as can the profit per 
ton of a ooal mine. 

Life and wealth are interchange- 
able commodities; the ratio of the 
value in exchange will vary con- 
siderably, according to our meth- 
ode of caloulatior, but it is not far 
from one life to $5,000. 

The figures are only approxima- 
tions of the average ratio of ex 
change value. Special lives under 
special circumstances are worth to 
society many times the average 
figures. In like manner the 
amount of wealth that under nor- 
mal circumstances will save one 
life may, when applied under 
special circumstances save many 
lives. 

But it is average life value that 
should concern us most, for at 
that price we do not have to kill 
human initiative by applying 
wealth in the forced form of char- 
ity, but can put it into any oreat- 
ive or constructiye work, under 
the thumb of greed, and know 
that our measured wealth will re- 
deem ite quotation of life in the 
olearivg house of couimerce. 

Tf a train, worth with its freight 
a quarter of a million dollars, 
plunged into the river with a crew 
of tive men, the resulting loss of 


| life will not be five, but fifty. No 


matter if the wealth of the train 
all belonged to a man who would 
scarcely notice the decrease in bis 
monthly balance sheet, the real 
lose will be sustained all alung the 
line, and, by forcing thowe already 
poor one notch lower where the 
death rate is one point higher. 
levy toll on lives. 

Nor is there one whit of differ- 
ence between the wealth plunged 
into the river aud wealth consum- 
ed fu meaningless private extrava- 
gapnce. 

If it is gone, it is gone beyond 
recall, and if no mure food, com- 
fort, cleanliness, knowledge or 
beauty to those tu whom these 
things mean life comes as a result 
of its expenditure, then this

The records do not, however, 
agree with Col. Hughes’ reoolleo. 
tions, Sir Jobn’s reciprosity offer 
to the United States is set forth 
explicitly in the tariff law of 1879 
—the National Policy saot—in 
these terms (section 6,): 

“Any of all the following things, 
that is to eay, animeale-of all -kinde, 
green fruit, bay, etraw,-bran, seeda 
of all kinds, vegetables (inclading 
potatoes and.other roots), planta, 
trees arid sbrute, coal; “and,” colte, 
salt, hops, wheat, peas, and beaue, 
barlay, rye, oats, fndian’ odrn; 
buckwheat, and all the other 
grain. flour of wheat, and flour of 
rye, Indian meal, and oat meal, 
and flour and meal of other grain, 
butter, obeese, fish (ealted or 
smoked), lard tallow, meats (fresh 
salted or smoked), and lumber 
may be imported into Canada free 
of duty, or at less rate of duty 
than is provided by this Act, upon 
proclamation of the Governor in 
Council, which may be issued 
whenever it appears to his eatis. 
faction that similar articles from 
Canada may be imported into the 
United States free of duty, or at 
a rate of duty not eexoeeding that 
payable on the same under such 
proclamation when imported into 
Canada.”

The animal of 
first quality is saleable if any- 
thing of its species can be sold, 
and except under altogether ex- 
ceptional circumstances brings 
enough more money to pay for 
the trouble of raising it instead of 
nondesoript. Whatever tends to 
encourage. the betterment of the 
grade of stock,is therefore closely 
associated with the expansion of 
the stock-raising branch of farm. 
ing; for ite effect is to make the 
business more stable and therefore 
more profitable. 

At the same time a movement 
is ou foot to bring about a better- 
ment in the stook marketing con- 
ditions, of which the farmers have 
been long complaining. The city 
@oupoi) ja, eousidering the eetab- 
lishment of'stook yards in Edmon-. 
ton, operated on the lines of the 
famous Union stock yards of Chi. 
cago. The advantage of stock 
yards is that they give the farmer 
and the buyer a meeting place. 
The farmer who brinys, or ships, 
beef oattle or boge does not have 
to consign them to one buyer or 
another. He takes or sends them 
to the stock yards, where they are 
penned and fed a day or so until 
they reoover from the trip. Mean- 
time the buyers of the various 
packing or exporting firms visit 
the yards and offer what they ure 
willing to pay. The farmer and 
buyer are thus both acoommodat- 
ed in the matter of oonduoting 
their trading; and the farmer is 
given a obanoe to get the benefit 
of competition amoug the buyers.

Revised School Program. 


All last week a committee sat 
in’ Edmonton attempting to solve 
the kaotty problem of ‘a. revision 
of the program of stadies. This 
committés is large and represents 
all the various elements in matters 
educational within the province. 
It is, acting. under authority of 
the Department of Education, to 
draft a new program whioh shall 
be..more in keeping with the nec- 
hools. Under 
thé terms of ‘their’ ‘commission 
there: is not the slightest doubt 
that their finding willbe adopted. 
They, lave so°far brought fn an in- 
terim report embracing some 
changes in the cufticuldm, but 
they meet again in Edmonton on 
May 12th to continue their delib- 
erations: 

The interim report deals witb 
each subject in detail and consists 
of the reports of the various sub- 
committees. Embodied in this 
report. is a suggestion that the 
present standards be abolished 
and yrades, corresponding---each 
to one year of the school course 
be substituted. There are 12 of 
these yrades, 8 in the publio

R. operated its own elevators and 
gave satisfaction It had been 
said there covld not bave been 
mixing without the connivance of 
the governmeut officials and that 
could not have been brought 
about without corruption. ‘The 
only remedy was to put out of the 
terminal elevators the men who 
gain by the oorrupting of yovern- 
ment officials.

Pure-Bred Sire League.
